His 
testimony was admissable for 
that purpose alone. If it were 
thought the testimony might be 
erroneously applied by the jury, 
request for cautionary instruc- 
tions should have been made. 
There is no prejudicial error 
here. 

The last ground is that the 
testimony of the doctors should 
have been stricken as immater- 
ial because not causally con- 
nected with the death. The test- 
imony was however proper on 
the issue of damages as already 
stated. 

Affirmed with costs.

Prospects for Lawyer- 
Veteran Found Inviting 


Attorneys Busy and Likely to 
Remain So Till Shortage Made 
Up, Illinois Bar Says 


Springfield, Ill, (CCNS) 
Lawyers returning from military 
service have good employment 
prospects, though many must 
literally start afresh at a time 
when normally they would have 
been well established in the pro- 
fession, according to the Illinois 
State Bar Association’s commit- 
tee on postwar activities. 

The committee, headed by 
Col. Kaywin Kennedy, Bloom- 
ington, a vice-president of the 
state organization, is preparing 
a pamphlet for distribution to 
association members now in ser- 
vice in order that they may be 
informed on what is being done 
to facilitate their return to the 
practice and on the rights en- 
joyed by veterans generally. 

Employment Opportunities 

Among articles to appear in 
the pamphlet and which have 
had advance publication in the 
Illinois Bar Journal is a discus- 
sion of where to practice and 
what opportunities will be open 
for returning lawyers. 

Whether from _ shortage of 
professional assistance or in- 
crease in business generally and 
despite a sharp drop in litiga- 
tion and the dwindling of cer- 
tain types of practice, such as 
bankruptcy, to almost nothing, 
most Illinois lawyers today are 
busier than ever before, the re- 


port states. 


the committee notes the de- 
velopment of such new fields as 
tax practice, labor relations and 
state and federal administrative 
practice, and the fact that these 


fields have also created oppor- 
tunities for full-time employ- 
ment of lawyers in ‘business. 
Meanwhile, government service 


now offers a wide variety of car- 
eers for lawyers. 
Lag in Replacements 

It is noted that some time will 
be required bring the total 
number of lawyers up to normal 
even after those in service re- 
turn.

A clear definition of “neutral- 
ity” is difficult to state. Experts 
in the field of international 
law, however, have agreed that 
essentially it is the “non-par- 
ticipation by one state in a war 
that is being waged between two 
or more other states, and in an 
impartiality of conduct towards 
all belligerents.” A “permanent” 
or “static” neutrality is the term 
applied to a state that has been 
stripped of that part of its sov- 
ereignty which entitles it to en- 
gage in offensive warfare if it 
so desires. An “armed neutral- 
ity” is a form of alliance be- 
tween two or more states for the 
purpose of protecting certain 
neutral rights which are pub- 
licly proclaimed. 

Within the last 100 years the 
laws and regulations of neutral- 
ity have been greatly increased 
and changed, all with the idea 
of clearly defining the rights of 
neutrals and their subjects as 








Want Hearing for Accused 
By Grand Jury 


Billi Opposed As Giving Offenders 
Double Trial 

Recently defeated by the low- 
er branch of the New Jersey 
Legislature, but left in position 
for possible reconsideration, was 
a bill which would give an ac- 
cused person the right to a hear- 
ing before a grand jury before 
he could be indicted. 

The measure had been oppos- 
ed by the legislative committee 
of the New Jersey State Bar As- 
sociation. 

What Bill Provides 

Sponsored by House Majority 
Leader Jones, Bergen county, at 
the request of the Bergen Coun- 
ty Grand Jurors’ Association, the 
bill would provide that any per- 
son who has reason to believe a 
grand jury is investigating a 
charge against him “may as a 
matter of right” file in writing 
with the jury foreman and 
prosecutor a request that he be 
heard on the charge. The jury, 
before finding an indictment, 
would be required to invite him 
to appear and testify under 
oath. Under present New Jersey 
practice a jury has discretion as 
to whether it will hear the ac- 
cused. 

Assemblyman Jones declared 
the bill’s purpose was to protect 
innocent persons from being in- 
dicted when they can prove 
their innocence “quitely” before 
a grand jury and thus avoid no- 
toriety. “If this bill saves one 
innocent man from indictment 
it will serve its purpose,” he as- 
serted. 

Opposition Points 

Assailing the bill as politically 
inspired, Assemblyman Arta- 
serse, Hudson county, charged 
that it would break down the 
established common law prac- 
tices and secrecy of the grand 
jury room. He said it wdéuld open 
the practice of “having two 
trials, one before a grand jury 
and one before a petit jury,” and 
would give an old offender with 
a “silver tongue” the chance to 
talk a jury out of returning a 
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merited indictment. 
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The Nature Of A Neutral State 


against belligerents and of de- 
termining reasonable rules for 
the behavior of neutrals in their 
relations to other warring na- 
tions. The underlying theory 
seems to be the right of every 
independent state to remain in 
peace while other nations or 
states are engaged in war, and 
corresponding rights of a bel- 
ligerent to demand that no 
state, not a party to the con- 
flict, shall participate either di- 
rectly or indirectly in the con- 
test. 

In recent years it has become 
the custom for neutral states to 
issue proclamations of neutral- 
ity or give expression to it in 
some public form upon the out- 
break of war. 

With respect to the laws gov- 
erning neutrality, generally, the 
modern trend is to remove the 
neutral as far as possible from 
all inconveniences resulting 
from belligerent conditions, and 
no principle of law is more firm- 
ly settled than the inviolability 
of neutral territorial jurisdiction. 

In reviewing the data laid 
down by the convention con- 
cerning the Rights and Duties 
of Neutral Powers and Individ- 
uals in Warfare on Land, Arts. 
1, 2, 3, 4, 10; and the Report on 


the Hague Convention Concern- 
ing the Rights and Duties of 
Neutral Powers in Maritime 


Warfare, Arts. 1-5, 12, 16, it is 
found that the passage of troops 
and convoys through neutral 
territory, the formation of army 
corps, and the establishment of 
recruiting stations, the bring- 
ing of prizes into neutral waters 
and similar acts violating the 
neutral’s jurisdictional rights 
are forbidden to all belligerents; 
and it is further provided that 
the enforcement of these pro- 
hibitions by force cannot be 
considered a hostile act by the 
offending belligerent. 

By the laws of neutrality, con- 
siderable is left to the neutral 
state in the way of determining 
its relations with the bellizer- 
ents. The convention regarding 
neutrality at the Second Peace 
Conference expressly recognized 
the right of the state to make 
its own neutral regulations, re- 
garding such matters as the 
length of time belligerent war 
vessels may remain within ter- 
ritorial waters, the order in 
which vessels of opposing bellig- 
erents may be compelled to 
leave when several are in port of 
the neutral, the regulations re- 
garding the amount of coal to 
be supplied to belligerents and 
the condition under which bel- 
ligerents and the condition un- 
der which belligerents may be 
allowed the use of the regular 
telegraph and telephone lines. 
The conventions provided in 
most instances the rules to be 
laid down in each case, where 
the neutral had no regulations 
of its own. In making and en- 
forcing of such _ regulations 
however, international law de- 
mands that the neutral shall do 
so with exact impartiality to all 
belligerents. 

Since the territorial jurisdic- 
tion of the neutral must be held 
inviolable by the  belligerents

2. Provisions for acquiring and 
maintaining military equipment 
and armed forces of every char- 
acter and for using them to ac- 
complish the purposes indicated 
in the charter of the organiza- 
tion. 

3. Provisions for limiting the 
armaments of the member 
States. 

4. Plans for raising by taxa- 
tion or assessment of members 
such revenues as Shall be re- 
quired for the proper exercise of 
the powers of the organization. 
The statement, arguing that 
a world life developed in 
contrast with the national spirit 
which so long. existed, was 
drawn by a special committee of 
eminent lawyers, consisting of 
Homer H. Johnson, Federal 
Judge Robert N. Wilkin, Frank 
A. Quail and I. Walter Sharp. 
These men in turn acted for 
the Bar’s committee on interna- 
tional relations, which includes, 
besides Mr. Johnson, Howard L.

there is a clear responsibility 
and duty on the part of the 
neutral to see that its territory 
is not made use of} to the injury 
of the belligerents, which duty 
must be exercised with due care 
and diligence. It is under obliga- 
tions to see that the belligerent 
powers live up to their obliga- 
tions not to violate its jurisdic- 
tional rights by the establishing 
of prize courts, the carrying on 
of hostilities and the perform- 
ance of similar acts upon the 
territory of the neutral. It was 
formerly held that such viola- 
tions of its jurisdiction could be 
allowed by the neutral, if allow- 
ed to both states with impartial- 
ity, but the rule as it now ex- 
ists clearly prohibits the neu- 
tral from consenting to any vio- 
lation of its territorial jurisdic- 
tion, which is directly or indi- 
rectly connected with the wag- 
ing of hostilities. The neutral 
must forbid the passage of bel- 
ligerent troops through its ter- 
ritory, and, should they come 
within its jurisdiction, the neu- 
tral must intern them as far as 
possible from the basis of mil- 
itary activities. Prisoners of war 
brought with them must be re- 
leased. The passage of the sick 
and wounded may be allowed 
under certain conditions, but 
they must be closely inspected 
by the neutral power. 

The neutral must also see 
that no expeditions are fitted 
out upon its territories or sol- 
diers recruited, although it is 
under no obligations to prevent 
persons from leaving its terri- 
tory to engage in hostilities with 
the belligerents or to prohibit its 
citizens from making and sell- 
ing ships of war and ammuni- 
tion to belligerents, so long as 
it is a matter of regular com- 
merce and not done to the spec- 
ial order of the enemy. The 
Peace Conference made the fol- 
lowing provisions regarding the 
equipment of ships from the 
enemy :— 

“A neutral government is 
bound to use all the means at 
its disposal to prevent the 
equipment, within its juris-

diction, 
has a reasonable ground to 
believe is intended to cruise 
or take part in hostile opera- 
tions against a power with 
which it is at peace. It is also 
bound to use the same dili- 
gence to prevent the depart- 
ure from its jurisdiction of 
any vessel destined to cruise 
or take part in such opera- 
tions, and which shall have 
been adapted, wholly or in- 
part, to war-like use within 
such jurisdiction.” 

Additional provisions directed 
that belligerent vessels can only 
make such repairs within terri- 
torial waters as are necessary to 
make navigation reasonably safe 
and nothing can be added to 
their military equipment or sup- 
plies. 

From what has been stated 
above, it is obvious that a neu- 
tral is forbidden to render any 
active assistance whatsoever to 
the belligerents. Even where by 
treaty stipulation it has been 
previously arranged that in case 
of war the neutral shall render 
certain assistance to one of the 
belligerents, the rendering of 
such assistance is illegal, for a 
treaty stipulation cannot destroy 
the rights of a third power. A 
neutral state cannot, therefore, 
furnish any military assistance 
of any kind to the belligerent. 
This is generally held to pro- 
hibit the loan of money by the 
neutral state. As hereinbefore 
stated, however, this obligation 
does not extend to prohibiting 
private citizens from varrying 
out these acts as operations in- 
cidental to regular commerce 
and business. 

By way of summarizing, then, 
it is not the duty or obligation 
of a neutral country to admit 
soldiers, i.e. troops, war property, 
etc., within its jurisdiction, but 
if the neutral sees fit to do so, 
it is then under obligation to 
see that such troops are disarm- 
ed, that they are interned or 
paroled until the close of war, 
and the property is kept there 
until there is a termination of 
hostilities, otherwise, as stated 
in 2 Oppenheim 361-368, the ter- 
ritory of the neutral would be- 
come a base of military opera- 
tions for the belligerent.

Brennan, and the verdict was rendered by a jury of three women 


and nine men, after deliberation of approximately four hours. Th 
State proved that the slaying occurred after the defendant was 
not successful in effecting a reconciliation with his wife from 


whom he had separated after living together as husband and wife 
for a few weeks after he had received a medical discharge 
the United States Marine Corps. It was brought out that the de- 
fendant had been fighting for our Country in the South Pacific 
for approximately two years. The defense, offered by able counsel

was that Keegan was insane at the time of the shooting as a 
result of his front line experience. 

It occurred to us as we read the daily stories of the trial 
(without any presumptuous pre-judging) that here, in verity, was 


a situation to provoke intemperate leniency. All the elements were 
present; the admittedly neurotic veteran, the estrangement 
whether justified or not, and the apparently impulsive slaying 
Bu, we thought, cannot it be that if the jury absolves him, we will 
have a widely publicized innocence that might possibly invite or 
encourage other acts of violence 


As the war in the European theatre approaches what impar- 
tial observers agree is a reasonably quick unconditional surrender. 
and as we proudly (yet humbly) feel an upsurge of confidence in 
nearing Japan’s mainland, we are conscious more and more of 
responsibility towards those veterans who are victims of various 
neuroses. While in action they have become familiar with fire- 
arms and other weapons. They might, in unrestrained moments, 
be tempted to use them to ill advantage. 


Fortunate in the case at bar, that under the able trial judge 
who presided, who properly exercised his exceptional knowledge of 
evidence, and through the skillful presentation of Assistant Pros- 
ecutor Litvak; New Jersey, with fortitude and patience, did not 
let one literally “get away with murder”, and rendered a verdict 
in accordance with the law and facts involved!

WANTED—AN OVER-ALL REPORT ON THE 
CONSTITUTION 


The attention of members of the bar is respectfully directed 
to Assembly Concurrent Resolution No. 17 introduced by Assembly- 
man Minard, leader of the Essex delegation entitled: “A supple- 
ment to ‘Concurrent Resolution creating a Joint Committee of 
the Legislature to make a study of all constitutional amendments 
proposed and which may be proposed to the Legislature or to such 
Joint Committee during the present session of the Legislature and 
to make a report to the Legislature during the present session or 
at any special session thereof’”’. 








It should be borne in mind that Senate Concurrent Resolution 
No. 25 creates an “over-all” committee to study the situation and 
it should be further borne in mind that a commission appointed 
under Joint Resolution No. 20 is to study the judiciary article of 
the present constitution of the State. The purpose of Assembly 
Concurrent Resolution No. 17 (which has already passed the As- 
sembly and is now in the hands of the Senate) is to make certain 
that any report of the “over-all” committee shall include the 
commission’s recommendations for amendment to the Judicial 
provisions of our present constitution. Moreover, Assembly Con- 
current Resolution No. 17 continues:

‘Claims Lawyers’ Bill Fails 

To Overcome Realtor 
Objections 


Trenton, (CCNS) Ormonde 
A. Kieb, chairman of the legisla- 
tive committee of the New Jer- 
sey Association of Real Estate 
Boards, issued a statement de- 
claring that a bill defining the 
practice of law and prescribing 
strict penalties for unauthoriz- 
ed practice had not been 
amended to meet objections of 
realtors and others, as was pre- 
sumed when the bill passed the 
lower branch of the State Leg- 
islature. The bill is now awaiting 
Senate consideration. 

“The amendment,” he said, 
“gives no protection to real es- 
tate brokers and does not elim- 
inate the grave injustices which 
the enforcement of such a law 
would bring not only to realtors 
but to every businessman in the 
state who carries on a business 
requiring in its normal functions 
fiduciary agreements, contracts, 
rentals, agency agreements, pur- 
chase contracts, or many other 
normal procedures not common- 
ly considered the practice of 
law. 

“The amendment does not 
eliminate the right to bring 
charges exclusively by the State 
Bar Association; it does not de- 
fine the practice of law; it does 
not provide for trial by jury, 
and it does not eliminate the 
very objectionable fact that un- 
defined charges may be made by 
lawyers, heard by a lawyer, de- 
fined by a lawyer, and penalized 
by a lawyer without a trial by

Colorado Court Rules Out 
Reno Divorce Decree 


Points Out Evidence That No 
Bona Fide Change Of Residence 
Was Ever Made 

Denver, Colo., (CCNS) — Cast- 
ing doubt on the validity in Colo- 
rado of Nevada divorces, the 
Colorado Supreme Court revers- 
ed a Denver District Court de- 
cision on the ground it recog- 
nized a Nevada divorce. The case 
was remanded for further ac- 
tion. 

Involved was a separate main- 
tenance suit filed in the Denver 
District Court by Mrs. Goldie 
Koscove against I. Koscove who 
the high court’s opinion set out, 
had obtained a divorce in 1939 
in Nevada. 





Recognized Decree Below 

District Court Judge Sackman 
dismissed the separate mainten- 
ance action on the ground that 
a cause of action therefore does 
not lie where the parties are not 
man and wife.” This, the high 
court held, recognized the val- 
idity of the Nevada divorce. 

“The defendant,” said the 
high court, “admitted that when 
he left for Nevada he took no 
personal baggage or personal ef- 
fects with him, but left such in 
the room at Westcliffe in which 
he had lived for a long time, 
and to which he returned after 
his (six weeks) sojourn in Nev- 
ada.
